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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the newly 
filed specification still has many grammatical errors, e.g. "the read face lateral edge" on 
page 7. Also, the specification contains new matter as there were no "angular spaces" 
defined in the originally filed application. Further, the tool head is stated to have teeth 
on its external surface which means all external surfaces have teeth which is not what is 
shown or originally disclosed. It is also still not clear how the any face of the ratchet 
block 40 can "urge" any face of the slot 34 as both elements are not resilient. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

As stated above, the specification is still incorrect and still contains confusing and 
obscure language. Also the new matter contained in the new specification is also in 
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the new claim. Further, it is unclear how the two recesses 451 "position" the 
triggering rod as they engage the detent mechanism only. 

4. Normally a claim which fails to comply with the first and/or second paragraph of § 
1 12 will not be analyzed as to whether it is patentable over the prior art since to do so 
would of necessity require speculation with regard to the metes and bounds of the 
claimed subject matter, In re Steele, 308 F.2d 859, 862-63, 134 USPQ 292, (CCPA 
1962) and In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 1385, 496 USPQ 494, 496 (CCPA 1970). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 2 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The new specification and claim still contain many obscure and confusing 
limitations and also contain new matter.

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
